20 money or other consideration, was actually paid, given or advanced, by 
such Persons, or by those under whom they claim; or whether such 
Persons purchased such Loan Debentures, aud at what price and for 
what consideration; and such Commissioners of Enquiry are also hereby 
authorized and empowered to examine into and investigate all such other
